there ; for their number hath been varied ac-

As for Di/content- 
ments, they are in the Politic Body, like to 
Humours in the Natural, which are apt to 
gather a preternatural Heat, and to enflame. 
And let no Prince meaſure the Danger of 
them by this; whether they be juſt, or un- 
juſt ? For that were to imagine People to be 
too reaſonable, who do often ſpurn at their 
own Good: Nor yet by this; whether the 
Griefs whereupon they riſe, be in Fact great 
or ſmall : For they are the moſt dangerous 
Diſcontentments, where the Fear is greater 
than the Feeling.

item. Beſides, in great Oppreſſions, the ſame 
Things that provoke the Patience, do withal 
mate the Courage: But in Fears it is not fo, 
Neither let any Prince, or State, be ſecure 
concerning Diſcontentments, becauſe they have 
been often, or have been long, and yer no - 
Peril hath enſued ; for as it is true, that every 
Vapour or Fume doth not turn into a Storm, 
ſo it 15 nevertheleſs trae, that Storms, though 
they blow over divers times, yet may fall at 
laſt ; and as the Spaniſh Proverb noteth well, 
8 ” Cord breaketh at the laſt by the weakeſt 
ull, <0 

The Cauſes and Motives of Seditions are; 
Innouation in Religion; Taxes ; Alteration of 
Laws and Cuſtoms ; breaking of Privileges ; 
General Oppreſſion ; Advancement of unworthy 
Perſons; Strangers; Dearths; Diſbanded 
Soldiers; Factions grown deſperate ; and what- 
ſoever in offending People, joineth and knit- 
teth them in a common Cauſe. 

* For the Remedies, there may be ſome ge- 
neral Preſervatives, whereof we will ſpeak ; 
as for the juſt Cure, it muſt anſwer to the 
particular Diſeaſe ; and fo be left to Coun- 
ſel, rather than Rule, 

The firſt Remedy or Prevention, is to remove 
by all means poſſible, the material Can/e of 
Sedition, whereof we ſpeak ; which is Want 
and Poverty in the Efate. To which purpoſe 
!-rveth the Opening, and well Ballancing of 
Trade; the Cheriſhing of ManufaQtures ; the 
Baniſhing of Idleneſs; the Repreſſing of walte 
and Exceſs by Sumptuary Laws; the Improve- 
ment and r of the Soil ; the Regu- 
lating of Prices of Things vendible ; the 
Moderating of Taxes and Tributes; and the 
like. Generally it is to be foreſeen, that the 
Population of a Kingdom (eſpecially if it be 
not mowed down by Wars) does not exceed the 
Stock of the Kingdom which ſhould maintain 
them, Neither 1s the Population to be reck- 
oned only by Number. For a ſmaller Num- 
ber, that ſpend more, and earn le's, do wear 
out an Eſtate ſooner than a greater Number, 
that live lower, and gather more. Therefore 
the multiplying of Nobility, and other De- 
grees of Quality, in an over Proportion to 
the common People, doth ſpeedily bring a 
State to Neceſſity: And fo doth likewiſe an 
overgrown Clergy ; for they bring nothing 
to the Stock ; and in like manner, when more 

are bred Scholars, than Preferments can 
take off. 

It is likewiſe to be remembered, that for- 
aſmuch as the Increaſe of any Eftate, muſt be- 
upon the Foreigner (for whatioever is ſome- 
where gotten, is ſome-where loſt) there be but 
three Things which one Nation ſelleth unto 
another; the Commodity, as Nature yieldeth 
it; the 1 ; and the Vecbure or Car- 
riage. So that if theſe three Wheels go, 
Wealth will flow as in a Spring Tide. And it 
cometh many times to paſs, that Matertam 
ſuperabit Opus; that the Work and Carriage 
is more worth than the Material, and pal. 1 
eth a State more, as 1s notably ſeen in the 
Low Countrymen, who have the beſt Mines 
above-ground in the World, 

Above all things, good Policy is to be uſed, 
thar the Treaſure and Monies in a State, be 
not gathered into few Hands. For otherwiſe, 
a State may have a great Stock, and yet ſtarve. 
And Money is like Muck, not good —

Howſoever, he 
noteth it right, that Seditious Tumults and Se- 
ditions Fames differ no more, but as Brother 
and Siſter, Maſculine and Feminine; eſpeci- 
ally, if it come to that, that the beſt Actions 
of a State, and the moſt plauſible, and which 
ought to give greateſt Contentment, are taken 
in IIl-Senſe, and traduced : For that ſhews 
the Envy great, as Tacitus ſaith ; Conflata 
magna Invidia, ſeu bent, ſeu malt, geſta pre- 
munt, Neither doth it follow, that becauſe 


ſuppreſſing of them with too much Severity 
ſhould be a Remedy of Troubles. For the 
deſpiſing of them many times checks them 
beit; and the going about to ſtop them doth. 
but make a Wonder long-lived. Alſo that. 
kind of Obedience, which Tacitus ſpeaketh 
of, is to be held ſuſpected; Erant in officio, 


terpretari, quam exequi ; Diſputing, cuſing, 
Cavilling upon Mandates and Directions, is 
a kind of ſhaking off the Yoke and Aſſay of 
Diſobedience: eſpecially, if in thoſe Di- 
en they, which are for the Direction, 
peak fearfully and tenderly; and thoſe that 
are againſt it, audaciouſly. 8 

Alſo, as Machiavel noteth well; when 
Princes, that ought to be Common Parents, 
make themſelves as a Party, and lean to a 
Side, it is as a Boat that is overthrown by 
uneven Weight on the one Side; as was well 
ſeen in the time of Henry the Third of France: 
For firſt, himſelf entered League for the Ex- 
tirpation of the Proteſtants; and preſently 
after, the ſame League was turned upon Him- 
ſelf, For when the Authority of Princes is 
made but an Acceſlary to « Cards" nad that 
there be other Bands that tie faſter than the 
Band of Sovereignty, Kings begin to be put 
almoſt out of Polleſton. 

Alſo, when Diſcords, and Quarrels, and 
Factions, are carried openly and audaciouſly, 
it is a Sign, the Reverence of Government 1s 
loſt. For the Motions of the greateſt Perſons, 
in a Government, ought to as the Mo- 
tions of the Planets under Primum Mobile (ac- 
cording to the old Opinion :) which is, that 
every of them is carried ſwiftly by the highelt 
Motion, and ſoftly in their own Motion. And 
therefore, when great Ones, in their own 
particular Motion, move violently, and, as 
Tacitus expreſſeth it well, Liberius, quam wi 
Imperantium meminiſſent ; it is a Sign, the 
Orbs are out of Frame.
